1 . Applicant's response to the last Office Action, filed on 1 0/25/2007 has been enter 
and made of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reason of allowance: 

The amended independent claims 1 and all dependent claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record. 

The closest reference Patte et al (US Patent Number 5,696,848), Ogura 
(US Patent Number 5,872,604) and Carison et al (US Patent Number 6,650,704 
B1) in combination discloses methods for producing enhance-resolution image 
by the use of plurality of images. 

However, none of them either by itself or by combination teaches method 
of producing enhance-resolution image by the combination of the applicant's 
particular down-sampling, interpolation with a given adjustment, blurring operator 
defined by point-spread-function and transformation operator with respect to the 
translation to achieve the enhance-resolution image. 

The IDS submitted 10/19/2007 has been considered but none of them 
either by itself or by combination teaches the method that is disclose by the 
applicant. The method in step (e) regarding down-sampling the interpolated 
prototype image N times with the given formula can't out be found in the 
submitted IDS. 
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3. In view of the amended claims, the new independent claim 1 and all dependent 
new claims are allow.
